Underneath this sectio n 
the urn is ho llo w, and reserv e 
sand is kept here.

Hess, noted for the spit-and-po- 
lish cleanliness of his courthouse, 
cleaned the old spittoons regular­ 
ly , but this, at best, is a m essy 
jo b. He is q uick to point out the 
ease with which the sand urns can 
be cleaned. C igarette butts, gum 
w rappers, apple cores and other 
rubbish are m erely fished out with 
rn. seiv e, allowing the sand to 
run 
back into its appointed place. 
With Harry Hess at the helm,
